One of the great b ut little known

Cool Witness Before Sena tors 
Least ruffled witness b efore a 
congressional com» mittee in a long 
time was George K. Simmons,

This is the sheet which first 
pub lished the story linking Sidney 
Hillman with

This story was later pub lished in 
pamphlet form b y the Pennsy lva­ 
nia state Repub lican committee — 
which, howe\-er, omitted to iden­ 
tify itself as the pub lisher of the 
three million copies. 
Simmons appeared last week b e­ 
fore the senate campaign expendi­ 
tures committee.

Senator Homer Fer­ 
guson sharply remarked that Sim­ 
mons had earlier said “ 20 ,000" 
while under oath.
